The allies must give up the small section of Ger­ 
many near the northwestern corner of Switzerland, now held by the French, and all the Italians hold of Austria, as well as all the German colonies 
that have been taken by the British. 
But the blow falls hardest on Russia, which would be asked to give up Poland and Lithuania, now held by 
the Germans, that Independent kingdoms might be made of them to protect the Germans on the west from possible Russian aggression in future.

LONDON, Dec. 19.— The allies will not treat with Ger­ 
many for peace until Germany formally states the terms 
upon which her offer is based.

Premier Lloyd-George announced this rejection of Chancellor Hollweg's 
peace offer in the Commons this afternoon. 
He said that England endorsed 
the Russian and French refection of the German peace terms and character- 
ized the German offer as a “ noose the allies are asked to place around the!"

The premier emphasized the unity of the allies by declaring that each 
had independently reached the same decision to reject the offer. 
"W ithout reparation, peace is impossible. 
All the outrages on land and 
sea cannot be liquidated by a few pious phrases about humanity,” said Lloyd- 
Georgc. 
“The allies insist that the only end of the w ar is a complete guar­ 
antee against Prussian militarism disturbing the peace of Europe.” 
The sneech was wildly cheered. 
"The allies’ terms arc complete restoration, full reparation and an effec­ 
tual guarantee for the future." 


P R E M IE R B IT T E R L Y F L A Y S G E R M A N Y 
The premier spoke of Germany as swashbuckling through the streets of 
Europe and bitterly pointed out Germ any’s lack of faith. 
He declared th at 
Chancellor Hollweg’s speech and note offered but small hope fo r an honoi • 
able and lasting settlement and refe-red caustically to phrases both in the 
speech and In the note about the self defense of Germany as m eant to delude 
the German nation. 
He said that Great Britain never wished to check Ger­ 
man development. 
The crowd at parliament was the greatest since just before the w ar. 
The premier said: 
“ W e have done our best to make certain that disasters sim ila r to th a t in 
Rumania will not recur. 
T h at is why we have taken such strong action w ith 
Greece. 
The Rumanian blunder was unfortunate but at

" W e will wait until terms and guarantees are better than those th at Ger­ 
many has so lightly broken," said the premier.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19—The Toyo 
Risen Kaisha, the principal Japanese 
shipping company in the trans-Paclfic 
trade, has announced that it has be­ 
gun the construction of a new vessel, 
the San Francisco MQ.ru, which will 
will be the largest and fastest ship 
on the Pacific ocean, according to a 
report from Consul General Anderson 
at Hong Hong, made public by the de­ 
partm ent of commerce. 
The San Francisco Maru will have 
a speed of twenty-three 
knots 
un 
hour, accommodate 1,200 passengers, 
carry a crew of about 600 and be fit­ 
ted with every modern convenience 
and luxury. 
The new vessel, the report states, 
is to compete with the Empress ships 
of the Canadian Pacific Ocean Service 
(Ltd.), which now furnishes the lead­ 
ing fast service across the Pacific, 
and with ships of any other Ameri­ 
can concern ti at may be put into the 
Pacific service. 
The San Francisco Maru will serve 
only in an express service between 
Yokohama and San Francisco by way 
of Honolulu and will make connec­ 
tion at Yokohama with other vessels 
serving Manila and Hongkong. 
The 
ship will have quadruple expansion 
engines which will be capable of main­ 
taining an average speed of twenty- 
three knots an hour, have accommoda­ 
tions for 300 first-class, IOO second­ 
class and 800 steerage passengers. 
Two Years Building 
The Toyo Risen Kaisha has an­ 
nounced that the new vessel will be 
ready for use within two years and 
that other vessels of the same class, 
or of the Em press class, will follow 
the San Francisco Maru, which is 
under construction in a new ship­ 
yard established for the purpose. 
The San Francisco Maru will have 
a length of 636 feet, which is about 
46 feet longer than the Empress ships 
of the Canadian Pacific. 
The inauguration 
of tho 
express 
system from Yokohama to San Fran­ 
cisco emphasizes the policy of the 
Japanese 
lines 
under 
government 
subsidy to serve Japanese interests 
first, leaving Manila and Hongkong 
interests and American trade 
there

the report states. 
This division of the trans-Paclfic 
voyage has been discussed by ship­ 
ping interests from time to time and 
was seriously considered a little less 
than a year ago, when the reduced 
tonnage on the Pacific made it pos­ 
sible to serve the entire east accept­ 
ably, with the result that Japanese 
ports and interests were first served 
by Japanese lines. 
It was estim ated 
at that time that by confining the 
service of the larger and faster ships 
to tho Yokohama-San Francisco run 
and allowing the 
service 
between 
Hongkong and Yokohama to be taken 
over by the other lines and smaller 
ships, the available tonnage across 
the Pacific tumid be materially in­ 
creased. 
Competition Keen 
It is becoming more and more evi­ 
dent 
according to the consular re­ 
port, that if there is to be any m a­ 
terial improvement in the shipping 
service between the United States, 
Hongkong and Manila it must be from 
American sources. 
The inauguration 
of the new service of the Pacific 
Mail company is being watched by 
Oriental interests with gn at interest, 
the report stales. The vessels of that 
company now in service are said to be 
comfortable, attractive ami satisfac­ 
tory in every way except in size and 
speed. 
The keenest sort of competition in 
passenger and freight* service on the 
Pacific is expected at the close of the 
war. and the character of the vessels 
already in service or under construc­ 
tion is such that only those of the 
highest class may hope to have a 
reasonable part in the trade, the re­ 
port states. 
The fast service will be of special 
advantage to Japanese silk interests, 
since the short-time voyage reduces 
the interest charges on valuable silk 
cargoes to a minimum. 
In so much 
as Japanese silk interests in the last 
few years have developed alm ost a 
complete monopoly of the raw silk 
trade with the United States, this 
last service is likely to increase ma­ 
terially the hold of the Japanese silk 
dealers upon American m anufactur­ 
ing interests.
